There will be 12 awards of 
$1,000. and others ranging 
down to a large group of

$25 awards.
ZONE CONTESTS

Most of the 800 trophy 
winners will go to the zone 
competitions to compete 
against other schools in this 
area in April, appearing be 
fore a judging panel of 
civic, leaders who will lis­ 
ten to them in group dis­ 
cussions of subjects related 
to their studies. The judges 
add their scores to the stu­ 
dents' scholarship and acti­ 
vity records and name the 
winners.

In the zone competition.

all third place winners, will 
receive $25 cash awards; 
second place winners, $50. 
and all first place winners 
will go on to the finals in 
May, where they will re­ 
ceive not less than $150 
and may win up to $1,000. 

To operate such a large 
program, the bank divides 
the state into six geographi­ 
cal division, with identical 
awards in each division. 
The statewide total in cash 
awards will set a new high 
.mark this year $69,000 in 
all.

Action 
is under consideration by the 
councils of El Segundo and 
Hawthorne, while Palos Ver- 
des Estates and Inglewood

and brutally beat a 38-year 
old secretary.

The woman, who lives in 
PalOvS Verdes, told officers 
that she, escaped near the 
cornei' of Vermont and El 
Segundo after the suspect 
had driven her around for 
several hours.

She told investigating of­ 
ficers that she and her fi­ 
ance had attended a party

Friday night where they 
met a second couple.

During the course of the 
evening they invited the 
second couple to spend the 
night at her house. When 
'they left they split up, the 
woman leaving w i t h the 
suspect, the suspect's wife 
going with her fiance, so 
tliat both would be able to 
find their way to the vic­ 
tim's home.

The woman reported that 
after they left t h'e other 
two, the suspect refused to 
follow directions, drove .her

to a deserted spot, drew   
knife from his pocket, and 
forced her to disrobe.

After beating her with 
his fists and inflicting sev­ 
eral minor cuts with the 
knife, the victim asserted, 
the suspect drove her 
around for several hours 
before she escaped.

The woman's fiance said 
tha^t after he and the sus­ 
pect's wife arrived at ^he 
victim's home he went to 
sleep on the couch. When 
he awakened the \voman 
was gone.
